Court Asks Review 
Of Flood Claim 



COURIFR OF THE EAST KENTUCKY COAL FIELDS 

THURSDAY, MAY 22, 1958 



A complete review and re-audit of Perry County’s flood disaster claim is be- 
ing requested of the Office of Civil Defense by the Perry Fiscal Court. 

County Judge J. A. Smith announced today that a resolution prepared by 
the court will go into the mails this weekend to the Office of Civil Defense. 

The resolution asks that the C.D. administration send engineers back into 
p -ry County to re-examine all the work done here, 
l The complete text to the re- 
solution is as follows: 

“WHEREAS, in January, 1957, 

Perry County was stricken by a 
disastrous flood, which destroy- 
ed the homes and roads of 
Perry County, all forms of com- 
munication and transportation. 

The economic condition of Perry 
County was brought to a stand- 
still and for a long time there- 
after, Perry County suffered 
from Economic Paralysis, and 
“WHEREAS, the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration 
offered aid and relief to the 
Citizens of Parry County, and 
such relief was gratefully ac- 
cepted. and without which aid 
and relief little or no rehabilita- 
tion would have been possible 
I to the extent accomplished, and 
j “WHEREAS, based upon the 
actions and promises of the ! 

Civil Defense Administration, 

The County entered into con- ] 
tracts and underwrote the bor- 
rowing of money for the pur- 
poses of accomplishing the ob- 
jects and purposes of said aid 
and relief for the Citizens of 
the County, and that such 
forms of obligations and bur- 
dens amounted to approximately 
$91,000.00 over and above the 
amount paid to the County by 
the Civil Defense Administra- 
i tion, and the County has made 
* claim therefor, and

Right now, the problem, Stevens added, is finding workers 
to canvass the area and get the agreements signed. 

Stevens noted that while over 100 persons petitioned the 
county court, it will take “many more than this to justify the 

establishment” of a water system. 

He said; 

“If this project is successful, the property owners will im- 
mediately see the value of their land increase far beyond it’s 
present worth. The district will be suitable for industrial sites 

If the people desire industry. ’ 

He noted that the “decrease in fire insurance rates" alone 
will “more than pay the tie-on charge over a few years time." 

He said that - persons who fail to sign users agreements 
“may not get any watar at all." He explained that it will prob- 
ably be impossible to design and ‘"build a system which will 
be adequate for the needs of everybody unless a very good 
percentage of them sign up now." „ 

He said that the eventual $50 charge is considerably “less 
than it cost to tie a customer onto the line," noting that any- 
one who waits until the systems is built before signing a user 
agreement “will certainly have to pay much more." 

Stevens said the water district for this region “was one of 
the best ideas to come along here in a long while." 

He said. 

"The health, safety and convenience, and even pride in 
one’s home and community which a good water system ia sure 
to promote, is a thing which can’t l* measured in dollars and 
cents." 



The call is out now for residents of Combs, Airport Gardens, 
Wabeco and the Mouth of Lotts Creak - who want running wat- 
er in their homes from their own water system. 

Bruce Stevens, local attorney, announced this week that 
workers are needed to circulate the water "user agreements" 
for the proposed North Fork Water District 

The “user-agreement" is a contract expressing the proper- 
ty-owners desire to have the water district. 

lEd.’a Note: Kentucky laws provide for establishing and 
operating water systems in rural areas, or in communities 
where they are no water systems. Financing is done through 
revenue bonds, with the districts paying off the obligations of 
the system over a period of years). 

Stevens said this week that the water district for Combs, 
A.G.; Lotts Creek and Wabeco has progressed rapidly # since 
the idea first found birth here in September when over 100 
residents of the area petition the county court for a water dis- 
trict. 

Named commissioners were Harold O’Neal, administrator, 
Miners Memorial Hospital, Carl Kelly, Combs, and Doyle Lever- 
idge. Airport Gardens. The positions are unsalaried. 

Stevens noted that the “user-agreements" are needed now 
to determine just what size water system will be needed by the 
area and for preliminary engineering work 

The user agreement, he added, commits a residents to a 
$5 payment for financing the engineering work If the water 
system goes through, the agreement obligates patrons of the 
district to a 145 payment which will go for the water meter

Borers Arc Damaging 

Protect trees and ornamentals 
against the various treo— borers, 
j Prevention (treating before the 
[ borers appear) is much better 
| than cures (after they have 
appeared.) 

Borers like ash. peach, dog- 
1 wood, birch and lilac in pari- 
1 cular. but will attack others. 
Their presence is indicated by 
very fin© sawdust on trunks or 
limbs at or near the tiny holes 
the borers make. On peach 
trees, the evidence is ozzing 
gum from tiny noles. 

Apply a 50 percent DDT wet- 
table powder during late spring 
and sumiher as a preventive or 
even as a control measure if 
the borers have appeared. Use 
6 pounds of the material per 
1 100 gallons of water; or six 
tablespoons per gallon of wat- 
er. Spray on if large trees are

The representatives were 
Carl D. Perkins, Hindman De- 
mocrat; Eugene Siler, Williams- 
burg Republican; W Pat Jen- 
nings.

The group said it thought 
thero would be no difficulty 
getting rights of way.

and Virginia, perhaps going in- 
to Tennessee briefly near Cum- 
berland Gap. 

The Bureau of Public Roads 
has agreed to make a prelimi- 
nary reconnaissance and furnish 
maps for a further study, the 
congressmen said.
